when the engine develops a little 
knock, instead of waiting until the 
bearings burned out. 

Remember, a so-called ‘simple’ sore 
throat may be the beginning of scar- 
let fever or diphtheria. A plain, ordin 
ary little cough, or a high tempera- 
‘ure may herald pneumonia, tuber- 
culosis, or typhoid fever. A pain in 
the stomach today may mean acute 
appendicitis tomorrow. Any one of & 
number of ‘simple’ Htthe discomforts 
may be signs of the beginnings of any 
one of a dozen diseases. 

But in passing through those years 
of test and trial and hard work, he 
has become legitimate heir to all 
the tested medical knowledge _ that 
mankind has ever acquired and sav- 
ec. The wisdom of iong-dead leeches 
has been poured into him, and he has 
become greater than any of them — 
kreater by virtue of hia greater 
knowlcdge, a scientist, able to work 
by degrees from the known to the 
unknown. 

And for the privileges that society 
accords the physician it expects, and 
1s almost invariably accorded, a ten- 
fold return. There is no other divi- 
sion of mankind, with the possible

It can be said without ex- 
aggeration that power fafming has 
done more to overcome the handi- 
cap of unfavorable weather condi- 
tions than any other recent develop- 
ment in agriculture. The power farm 
er can keep his machinery going 24 
hours a day if necessary when time 
is short. Hot weather phases him but 
little It is difficult to determine, just 
how much the element of timeliness 
means to agriculture from the econ- 
omic standpoint but its importance is 
plainly evident.
